Corn Ha« Explcrcucod » Week of Hlehly 


Favoruble Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The weath- 


er bureau in its weekly bulletin siimur- 
izes crop conditions as follows. 


Xho temperature during tbe week end- 


ing September 25 was favorable through- 
out the country, being nearly everywhere 
above the normal. 
Kains caused some 


damage in portions of the Missouri and 
upper Mississippi valleys, while a consid- 
cruole part of the south Atlantic and 
gulf states is in need of rain. Damaging 
frosts 
occurred in the 
middle 
Rocky 


Mountain regions and light frosts, with 
little or no injury, iu potions of the low- 
er lake region and interior of the middle 
Atlantic states. 


Except in limited portions of the Miss- 


ouri valley, corn has experienced a week 
of conditions highly favorable for mat- 
turing the crop. froiH 75 to i)0 per cent 
of which is now safe from frost; the re- 
mainder will require only about a week 
of favorable weather. 


In Nebraska considerable corn has been 


blown down by high winds but this will 
only make harvesting more 
difficult, 


without reducing the yield. Some corn iu 
shock in. Missouri and Kansas has been 
damaged by moisture, due 
largely 
to 


rains of the previous week. 


The threshing of spring wheat in the 


Dakotas and Minnesota was interrupted 
by raius during the lirst hull of the week, 
but shock threshing :uid stacking arc 
not yet finished, in the Dakotas the 
yield' and quality are variable and gen- 
erally disappointing. 


Xo improvement in the apple crop is 


ir.dk'.-ited, an inferior crop bcing report- 
ed from practically till the important ap- 
ple producing states. 


A poor crop of potatoes is generally 


indicatcd- 


Kxcept in the cast gulf states, where 


the soil lias been too dry for plowing, 
this work is unusually well advanced. 
Much seeding has been done and thc 
early sown is coming up to good stands 
thro'ughou.', the central valleys and mid- 
dle Atlantic states.

MR. CLEVELAND'S POSTSCRIPT ON' 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


Chicago Record-Herald: The essay on 


women's clubs which ex-President CH-VQ- j 
land contributed to .1, popular weekly ] 
several months ago, and which exhibited j 
very inadequate knowledge of club activ- | 
ity and club influence, contained an ioci- j 
dental reference to woman suffrage. Mr. j 
Cleveland, after further reflection 
and j 


observation, corrects that reference. It j 
was, 
he believes, too mild, too liberal, j 


move generous than the facts as now | 
seen by him warrant. 


He withdraws the admission that "no 


sensible man now has fears of injury to 
the country on account of" woman's par- j 
ticipation in elections through the use of j 
the ballot. He has become convinced | 
that woman suffrage "would vastly in- 
crease the unhappy 
imperfections and 


shortcomings of our present man-voting 
suffrage" and would add another men- 
ace to those already disturbing us. 


After so much solemnity the argu- 


ments against woman suffrage furnished 
by Mr. Cleveland seem very wcakfstale, 
fish-like o.nd ancient. He says that the 
states which have enfranchised women 
have not as good a record of desirable 
and wholesome legislation as the older 
and more conservative states. Perhaps 
not; 
but this proves nothing. The real 


question—whether the states in which 
women vote would have enacted the 
winiR desirable legislation without the 
political influence of the women—he does 
not even raise. Further, he points out 
that Utoh lias elected some men whose 
lives have had to be investigated, as the 
country at large has questioned their 
moral fitness. But Utah voters must bo 
judged by the standards of Utah. 


Thinkers like Spencer and l,ccky op- 


posed woman suffrage on the ground 
that in polities women would expect im- 
possible social and moral reforms and 
would sacrifice stern justice to sentiment 
and sympathy. Mr., Cleveland seems to 
think that women are not even entitled 
to credit for "wholesome legislation" and 
that they arc not moral enough for prac- 
tical polities. 
Neither position is im- 


prcssivolv sound, but the latter does not 
even rest on the. apparent foundation of 
such superficial facts us have been mnr- 
glisilnl by adherents of the former in 
l.heir dread of "piitmuilism" and "henev- 
olunce" in legislation. 


For this country the practical question 


of the present is; "Do the women them- 
selves -want the suffrage?" With lhat 
determined it would nuiko very little dif- 
ference what philosophers and ex-Presi- 
dents have thought on the subject of 
their qualifications.

Gauntry Merolnnts Carry Kural Boi Con- 


tftntlotfcto Poitofftce Department. 


WASHIKGTON, Sept. 29—A. bitter 


contest is now being waged before the 
pastoffico deportment by country mer- 
chants and the jobbers who supply them 
m the one hand and mail order houses in 
the, larger cities on the other over the 
proposed order that natrons ol rural 
routes shall be given the privilege of hav- 
ing, their mail addressed to box numbers 
as \v«ll as to the individuals. The mat- 
ter is of special interest in the north- 
western states, that section having thou- 
sands, of square miles of territory cover- 
ed by rural routes. Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General De Craw is some- 
•wha* in doubt as to what should be done 
in the matter. At the present time, it 
is understood, he is disposed to rule that 
the- rural patron shall hiivo the sarao 
privilege as a person who rents a lock 
box in, a postofiico. 


"The department permits a. renter," 


said Mr, De Graw, "to have his mail ad- 
dressed to the box. Why the same thing 
Bhould not be permitted a rural renter I 
nra at a loss to sec. However, I Iwve 
the matter under consideration und will 
60on reach a decision. 


In the final analysis this matter will 


undoubtedly be carried to Postmaster 
General Cortolyou, and possibly to Pres- 
ident lloosevolt. It comos up as a con- 
sequence of the department order for the 
numbering of boxes on rural routes. The 
protests received here, many of which 
come from the larger towns in Wiscon- 
sin. Michigan, Minnesota, and Iowa, are 
couched 
in vigorous language. They 


state that tho department should under 
no circumstances permit mail to be ad- 
dressed to boxes on rural routes. The 
point is made that it will squcleli the 
small jobber who supplies the country 
merchant and that to H considerable ex- 
tent the latter fould be driven out of 
business. The mail order houses or de- 
partment stores in the larger cities, reply 
that even without authority from the 
postmaster general or any 01 his assist- 
ants, tho rural patron may have mail ad- 
dressed to the box instead of to the in- 
dividual. While the officials will not ex- 
press themselves on this point there is 
good reason to believe that the privilege 
will not be exercised unless it is espec- 
ially granted by the department. ''.Both 
sides arc much in earnest,'' said Fourth 
Assistant Pe Graw, nnd interest in the 
matter seems to be widespread, especially 
in the middle ami worth-west* As fur ;\s 
can be learned no effort has yet been 
made to ascertain the sentiment of rural 
patrons on the subject." 


WORK ON ELECTRIC RAILWAY 


Surveyor* Continue Their Ta-*k West of 


Limit Lino In Sit. VlPiuant. 


Surveyors continue to work just west 


of the city limit line for an electric or 
other railway. Residents in t'nnt vicin- 
ity are not certain w!io is back of the 
movement, but that they menu business 
is evident. The survey embraces a strip 
of land 100 feet in width and is about 
JOO feet west of the limit line in Mt, 
Pleasant. Options nre being secured on 
the land nnd the deeds being examined, 
but no purchases have been mndc out- 
right. 


While, there nre some who believe that 


within a year an electric line will be in 
operation through that section of the 
country, to connect with the road run- 
ning from Chicago to Kctioshn, there arc 
others who labor under the impression 
that the survey and options arc for the 
purpose of getting at what the cost of 
such a line would cost and that if the 
promoters believe, the scheme practical 
they will go ahe.id. 


An electric line so far west of the city 


•would not draw much p:\sscngcr trnlTic, 
but if intended for freight, or to gather 
vegetables and milk supply the Chicago 
and Milwaukee markets, it 
would 
no 


doubt prove a big thing and especially ad 
vantagcous to the farmer*. Direct, trains 
to Chicago and Milwaukee two or three 
times a day would enc-ourr.ge a larger per 
cent of farmers to engage in the vege- 
table and dairy business.

"FAKE" NUMBERS 


ON AUTOMOBILES 


Good Evidence That Machines 


are Not Carrying Those 


Given Out by State 


Officials. 


It is evident thnt "fake" numbers are 


being used on many of the automobiles 
of this state and, right here in Racine. 
Developments have conie to 
light 
to 


prove this fact. On Sunday of this week 
a Caledonia farmer, his wife and another 
lady were driving along the 
highway 


north of the street railway subway. An 
electric oar came along .and a large au- 
tomobile, containing four persons, was 
racing directly behind. The auto struck 
the farmers rig, capsized the same and 
threw the occupants into a ditch, also in- 
juring the horse and the auto was dam- 
aged. 


It was reported that the auto was 


numbered llw. This number, according 
to the records at Madison, is carried by 
E. J. S. Wright of Portage, Wis. A let- 
ter has been received from Portage in 
effect that the automobile of Mr. Wright 
has never been out of Portage and that 
Mr. Wright was not within one hundred 
miles of Racine at the time of the acci- 
dent. 


CARRY OLD NUMBERS. 


Further 
investigation reveals that 


there is an automobile ear in Racine with 
the .number 11, but that it is an old num- 
ber and not the one furnished by the 
state and under the new law. Discovery 
has also been made that there are other 
machines in the city carrying the old 
numbers, instead of the new ones; that 
some who carried the numbers furnished 
by the state have placed them on ma- 
chines, lost them and failed to send to 
the secretary of state for a new one. 


All of these things are a violation of 


the law and those guilty of the offense 
arc liable to a heavy fine. Some officer 
ought to take hold of this matter and 
haul up the violators of the law. The 
fines run from $10 to S25 and costs. There 
is nothing that prejudices people against 
automobiles more than reckless drivers 
and who have no regard for the law.

OUT OF POLITICS 


One Good Result ot Trip to Phil- 


ippines, Says Congress- 


man Cooper. 


THE EDUCATIONAL WORK 


HAS HAD RAPID GJJOWTH 


Secretary of War Taft Declares Politi- 


cal Situation is Still Unsettled 


—Great Agricultural 


Depression. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. "28.—Congress- 


man. H. A. Cooper of Racine, Wis.a who 
arrived from the orient yesterday, sum- 
marized his impression of the trip as fol- 
lows: 


"One effect of the trip will be in a 


large measure to take the question of 
immediute Philippine independence out 
of politics. Persona,! study of the situa- 
tion has, I think, convinced the members 
of our party, Democrats and Republicans, 
that the inhabitants of the Philippine is- 
lands are not now capable of free self- 
government. 


"This conclusion is admitted to be true 


by educated, conservative Filipinos them- 
selves, though they, like a, majority of 
the other people of the islands, hope for 
an independent government when the in- 
habitants of the islands shall become fit- 
ted to maintain it. The prosperity of 
the Philippines depends upon their agri- 
cultural productions-. The United States 
has done many noble, wonderful things in 
the Philippines, but its most glorious 
work is the establishment there of a 
splendid system of American common 
schools. These schools, steadily increas- 
ing in number, attended by 375,000 child- 
ren out of aii enrollment of more than 
500,000, will more than any other influ- 
ence help to abolish the multitude of dia- 
lects and tongues and regenerate the 
people of the Philippine islands. 


CHINA LEARNS GREAT LESSON. 
"Our experiences in China, and Japan 


were most interesting and instructive. 
China is being affected by powerful influ- 
ences, one internal and the other exter- 


nal, 
and these are at last having an ef- 


fect on her ancient conservatism. The 
most significant thing to me of the whole 
trip was a statement made during a con- 
versation that I had at Canton with a 
Chinaman high in. Chinese business and 
official life. I had remarked upon Jap- 
an's great success in peace and w.ar. 


"'Yes,' said he, 'the Chinese have ob- 


served Japan's success. We have stud- 
ied the reason for it, and we know why 
she has succeeded. We are going 
ta 


profit from our study. China ought to 
turn. over. She must turn over. I as- 
sure you that she will turn over. It will 
take time. Powerful influences-are op- 
posing, but China is going to turn over.' 


"Among other things he declared that 


the greatest benefit ever conferred by 
nation upon another was when the Unit- 
ed States forced Japan to open her doorsv 
All this from a. China-man now in author- 
ity in China was significant. The trip 
has left many important and lasting im- 
pressions, but the chiefest of these is the 
impression of the great part the United 
States is playing and must forever con- 
tinue to play in the world's affairs and 
of the consequent grave responsibility 
that attach to citizens in the United 
States, and especially to membership in 
the American congress." 


Senator Patterson of Colorado and 


Congressman Hepburn also expressed 
themselves at length. ,• 


TAFT MORE RETICENT. 


Secretary Taft, naturally was not so 


outspoken as the congressmen, but gave 
a good description of the trip, saying: 


"Reports coming from the Philippines 


seemed to indicate that it would be wise 
for the head of the w.ar d&partment to 
make a visit of inspection to these is- 
lands during the past summer, and his 
going with a sufficient staff was thought 
to present a. good opportunity to form a 
party of congressmen, senators and rep- 
resentatives, to visit the islands. 


He then told of the trip to Japan, and 


in speaking of their departure, said: 


"In leaving Tolrio we were given a pop- 


ular farewell, such as had never been 
seen in Tokio before. The whole im- 
mense square in front of the railroad 
station was crowded with people shout- 
ing banzai and extending to us every 
evidence of good will and friendship, and 
so along the line of the railroad on the 
special train, which w.as called 'the wel- 
come special.'" 


In speaking of the situation in the 


Philippines he said: "The political sit- 
uation in some respects was not as good 
as it ought to he. A wave of ladronism' 
has swept over the province of Cavine 
and it has been found necessary to sus- 
pend the writ of habeas corpus in the 
province of Cavite and Batangas, the 
neighboring province. The same was 
true of Samar; but the use of troops on 


Samar and the use of the scouts and 
constabulary in Cavite has put an end-to 
this business; however, there were two 
or three men "responsible for the keep- 
ing up of the ladronism who had not 
been captured. 


"The distressing agricultural depres- 


sion, due to the lose of 75 perscent of the 
cattle/the drouth, locust and the cholera, 
as well as other causes, will probably 
not cease to be for several years. This 
naturally subjects the government 
to 


criticism, because this alien government 
is much more likely to be criticised for 
existing conditions, however free from 
blame n respect to them, than a native 
government. 


BLOW AT INDEPENDENCE. 


"Some of the younger men of educa- 


tion have been advocating immediate in- 
dependence. It, therefore, becomes nec- 
essary to state with considerable empha- 
sis the policy of the administration on 
this subject and to say that, in the opin- 
ion of the administration, thera waa no 
possible hope for independence short of 
a generation, because the people could 
not be fitted for self-government in that 
time; indeed, it will probably take a 
much longer period."

HOW JAPS ESCAPE DEATH 


Clean Underclothing Before En- 


gagement Prevents Blood 


Poisoning. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 
28.—Surgeon 


General S. Suzuki of the imperial Japa- 
nese navy yesterday in his address be- 
fore the fourteenth convention of mili- 
tary surgeons of the United. States made 
what was declared by Medical Director 
J. S. Wise of the United States navy to 
be the most valuable 
contribution 
of 


modern times to naval surgery. 


"Much of our sucess in the treatment 


of wounds,'* he said, "I ascribe to the 
fact that before every engagement I or- 
dered every member of the fleet to put on 
clean underclothing. In a great many 
shot wounds fragments of clothing are 
carried into the body, and our insistence 
upon clean underclothing prevented many 
cases of blood poisoning among 
our 


wounded. 
. Before every engagement the -surgeons 
in the Japanese fleets examined carefully 
the eyes of all the gunners. Any of them 
found with slight impairment of vision 
were treated, and if the impnirrnent was 
too grave to yield to immediate treat- 
ment they were transfgerred to another 
station and their places filled by men 
whose eyes were perfect. And, too, dur- 
ing engagements every battery crew was 
supplied with water in which a 1 per 
cent solution of borncic acid had been 
mixed to wash out their eyes when they 
became affected by powder, smoke, or 
dust. We also issued to every man in 
the fleets before going into action cotton 
with which to plug his ears and thereby 
prevent rupture of the ear drums by the 
concussion of the gun fire." 


TO REQUEST L S : HOURS 


Railroad Employes Throughout Country 


Prepurlner tor a Cttmpalfrn, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—Railroad men 


throughout the country are preparing to 
open a campaign for a reduction of their 
working hours. Their efforts to obtain 
better conditions will be begun early in 
December, when the committees repre- 
senting the five big organizations 
to 


which they belong will confer with tho 
officials of tlie various roads. While it 
is not expected tJiat a formal demand foir 
a readjustment of the schedule of work- 
ing hours will be ma.dc then, the matter 
will be broached and the officials notified 
of the position taken by the railroad 
men's organizations. 


More than 400,000 men will be affected 


by the d.emands of the railroad workers. 


The utmost conservatism will be ex- 


ercised by the railroad organizations in 
presenting their demands. In fact, tho 
leaders will take great pains, as they 
have in recent years, to refrain from 
using the word demand at all, substitut- 
ing the less bellicose one, request. 


In working to obtain reduction in 


working hours the railroad men will fol- 
low the precedent set two years ago, 
when they obtained an increase in wages 
of 12% per cent. The fight for this in- 
crease extended over a year and was 
waged with the greatest conservatism.

branch of the school work.

With 
the placing of the boys in their proper 
classes and assigning them to their dor- 
mitories the authorities have had their 
hands full, but within a. few davs things 
will be settled and the work will pro- 
ceed uninterrupted. All the old boys are 
glad to be back in the school and are 
busily engaged in getting acquainted 
with the many new ones among whom 
there is some excellent material for the 
football team which will begin practice 
immediately.

Witte would descend from the train and 
when he appeared, they broke out into 
long and loud cheers, to which M. Witte 
bowed acknowledgement. The spokesman 
then advanced and read the address of 
welcome all in the meanwhile standing 
bareheaded.

The address read: "You hare accom- 


plished your difficult task and the nation 
is grateful to you. You have given the 
credit for your success to Emperor "Nich- 
olas, President Roosevelt. Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany and to the press. You 
have forgotten only yourself. We, how- ' 
ever, fully appreciate your services to 
your country. The tree you planted at 
the Washington homestead at 
Mount 


Vernon will serve as a token of the un- 
ion between the two nations. You hava 
done much, 


"For ourselves and for those who are 


absent we will once more shout a hearty- 
hurrah." 


When the cheer had died away SI. 


Witte who seemed deeply moved by the 
sincerity of the welcome advanced a few 
steps and delivered his reply.

TEMPEHATDBE ABOVE NORMAL 


Corn Has Kxdereuced a Week of HI«rh!y 


Favorable Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.— The weath- 


er bureau \n its weekly bulletin sumar- 
izes crop conditions as follows. 


The temperature during the week end- 


ing September 25 was favorable through- 
out the country, being nearly everywhere 
above tho normal. Rains caused some 
damage in portions of the Missouri and 
upper Mississippi valleys, while a cousid- 
eraole part of the south Atlantic and 
gulf states is in need of rain. Damaging 
frosts 
occurred iu the 
middle Rocky 


Mountain regions and light frosts, with 
little or no injury, in potions of the low- 
er lake region and interior of the middle 
Atlantic states. 


Except in limited portions of the Miss- 


ouri valley, corn has experienced a week 
of conditions highly favorable for mat- 
turing the crop, from 75 to 90 per cent 
of which is now safe from frost; the re- 
mainder will require, only about a week 
of favorable weather. 


In Nebraska considerable corn has been 


blown down by high winds, but this will 
only make harvesting more 
difficult, 


without reducing the yield. Some corn iu 
shock in Missouri and Kansas lias been 
damaged by moisture, due largely 
to 


rains of the previous week. 


The threshing of spring wheat in the 


Dakotas and Minnesota was interrupted 
by ruins during the first half of the week, 
but shock threshing and stacking are 
not yet. finished, in the Dakotas tin: 
yield and quality are variable and gen- 
erally disappointing. 


No improvement in the apple crop is 


indicated, an inferior crop being report- 
ed from practically all the important ap- 
ple producing states. 


A poor crop of potatoes is generally 


indicated. 


Except in the east gulf states, where 


the soil has been too dry for plowing, 
tin's work is unusually well advanced. 
Much seeding has been done and the 
early so\vn is coming up to good stands 
throughout the central valleys and mid- 
dle Atlantic states.

when it seemed as if the peace negotia- 
tions would fall through and the gov- 
ernment determined to find out what 
amount of church money it could draw 
upon as a last resort for carrying on the 
wa r. 


The result was astounding. It 
was 


discovered that in three convents alone 
-wealth of enormous value was held. The 
Traitsko Sergicycrskaia Lavra, near Mos- 
cow, possesses $1,650,000,000; the Peteh-

HERD OF CATTLE CONDEMNED 


Fourteen Head Slanehtercd In Caledonia, 


by Order of State Veterinarian. 


State Veterinary Surgeon E. D. Hob- 


crts o! Madison, came to Eacine yester- 
day, to examine the cattle of Georeo D. 
Adams, a prominent farmer of the town 
of Caledonia. 


The state official after looking over 


the herd condemned fourteen head, find- 
ing that they were suffering with tuber- 
culosis. At the same time lie ordered the 
animals slaughtered according to law. 


The following gentlemen were named 


as appraisers to appraise the value of 
the condemned cattle: 
C. E. Evans, I. 


0. Mann and W. G. Gilford. This morn- 
ing the appraisers made their repoyt to 
Justice Fred C. Bliss, fixing the value at 
5608. 


Of this amount the state pays one- 


third of the value. The cattle were this 
afternoon taken to the Abatior at Mil- 
waukee and killed. The loss 
to 
Mr. 


Adams is a serioxis one as it about ruins 
his fine herd. No other cattle were found 
in the vicinity afflicted with the disease. 


Court Commissioner John T. Went- 


wovth this morning issued a warrant for 
the arrest of Samuel V. Davidor of Mil- 
waukee, one of the officers and promoters 
of the La Alexandra' Gold Mining and 
Smelting company, and Sheriff Emmetfc 
left for Milwaukee to make the arrest, 
having 'phoned the sheriff of Milwaukee 
to hold Davidor until he could get there. 


Frederick Fair, "Villa street, a plumber, 


is the complainant and the charge is ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. It 
is alleged that Davidor, in February 
1904, sold to Fair $185 worth of mining 
stock in the La Alexandra Mining and 
Smelting 'company, by representing that 
he had a mine in Mexico; had gold era 
out and ready for shipment, also repre- 
senting the location of the mine, when 
it is claimed, he owned no mine, had no 
ore and thus obtained the money under 
false pretenses. 


It is known that a large amount of 


other stock was sold to various people of 
this city in the same 
mine. Whether 


other charges wKl be made against Da- 
vidor after this one is disposed of is not 
stated. 


Tuesday night Davidor was arrested at 


Milwaukee on a civil warrant, all of the 
alleged facts of which were published last 
evening. A bond of $10,000 was asked. 
This Davidor could not obtain and lie re- 
mained locked up during the night. Yes- 
terday, however, he was taken before 
Judge Tarrant, the bond was reduced to 
$2,000 which he secured. 


Between $20,000 and $30,000 worth of 


bonds have been bought by people of Ra- 
cine in the mining interests represented 
by Davidor. At present Otto E. Ahrens 
is in Mexico managing one of the alleged 
mines. 


.For more than a year there has been 


trouble between Pavidor and stockhold- 
ers and officers of the mine.

The last state census wns not taken 


without tho customary number of com-

AMERICANS UN CANADA. 


The large 'numbers of Americans immi-

A new idea comes from New Yor 


which has for its purpose the encoxiragii 
of the building of homes by the masse 
of people.. This encouragement is in th 
form of relieving from all taxation tl: 
first ,$3,000 of any legal unit of real os 
tate. The plan is thug set forth by tl: 
Municipal Journal and Engineer: 


"The desirability of encouraging th 


building of homes by those only mod 
erately endowed with worldly posses 
sions is the basis of a scheme now re 
eeivig considerable attention 
in 
Ne\ 


York city, to exempt all real estate fron 
taxation in respect of the first $3,000 o 
its value. Some misapprehension in re 
gard to the proposition arose from th 
supposition that it aimed at relieving 
only properties worth that amount o 
less, but it has been explained that i 
would apply to real estate of all kinds 
Of course, the relative advantage woul< 
be greater in the smaller properties. I 
is also explained that the proposed relic 
would apply to the improvements effect 
ed, irrespective of tlie value of the lot 
Thus, if a man owns a home which 
worth $3,000 apart from the lot upon 
which it is built, he will pay no tax upon 
the house at all. If another owns a house 
•n-orth $20,000, irrespective of the vnlue 
of the lot, he will be relieved from taxa 
tion to the extent of the 93,000; in othci 
words, ho will be taxed on improvements 
of $17,000, and so on all improvements 
no matter what their value." 


"It is contemplated by the promoter? 


that the adoption of a. tax basis on thcsi 
lines would stimulate the 
building o 


small homes beyond tho city, and thus 
tend to "utilize land lying ready within 
twenty miles, and at the same time 
lieve New York of that congestion which 
is widely recognized as a blemish on the 
city.' 


This plan is modeled upon the exemp- 


tion of homesteads from legal processes 
for collection of debts, provided the debt 
is not a. mortgage purposely made to 
cover such homestead. 
But 
this New 


York plan on the face of it covers onl- 
the improvements, but in fact it covers 
real estate without improvements to the 
amount of $3,000. 
The law if such be 


adopted should only be applicable to this 
amount where the land has been built 
upon and then to both land and the im- 
provement. This would then not permit 
of speculators subdividing property and 
having exempted the first 83,000 of every 
particular subdivided unit. A legitimate 
exemption might serve a useful purpose, 
but any law of this nature should be 
careful to particularize, nnd the 
law 


should only apply 
to 
dwellings. The 


above proposition may be regarded aa a 
near of kin connection to another propo- 
sition of exempting from 
taxation 
all 


household property of any nature and 
personal adornments. 


NATIONAL HEALTH BOARDS, 


Tho advance 
of popular 
sentiment 


towards the government controlling all 
matters of interstate concern gives hopes 
that before long the way may be cleared 
towards the national government having 
full charge of health and quarantine con- 
ditions ns it affects tho community of 
states. State boards of health of course 
will always, be vitally necessary, but in 
times of epidemics or in ordinary times 
in people traveling between states affect- 
ed with contagious diseases, the national 
board of health with its officials could 
control to the best possible advantage. 


The conflict, of state authorities has 


been before shown in states of the south 
in epidemic periods and to the detriment 
of the general public, but wherever the 
national board 
of health 
has 
taken 


charge far better results have been se- 
ctircd. State boards have only regard 
for state lines, but the government offic- 
ials must perforce consider all tlie stale 
lines, and with ample authority can con- 


this 
plained on the theory the good nature 
of the American people is proof against 
ill disturbances of the public mind. It 
has gotten so of late that educational 
campaigns are in .operation almost con- 
tinually by of course disfliterested gentle- 
men, who assume they are it.

MR. CLEVELAND'S POSTSCRIPT OX 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


Chicago Record-Herald: The essay on 


women's clubs which ex-President Cleve- 
land contributed to a- popular weekly 
several months ago, and which exhibited 
very inadequate knowledge of club activ- 
ity and club influence, contained an inci- 
dental reference to woman suffrage. Mr. 
Cleveland, after further reflection 
and 


observation, corrects that reference. It 
was, 
he believes, too mild, too liberal, 


more generous than the facts as now 
seen by Mm warrant. 


He withdraws the admission that "no 


sensible man now has fears of injury to 
the country on account of" woman's par- 
ticipation in elections through the use of 
the ballot. He has become 
convinced 


that woman suffrage "would vastly in- 
crease the unhappy imperfections and 
shortcomings of our present man-voting 
suffrage" and would add another men- 
ace to those already disturbing us. 


After so much solemnity the argu- 


ments against woman suffrage furnished 
by Mr. Cleveland seem very weftkr^stale, 
fish-like and ancient. He says that the 
states which have enfranchised women 
have not as good a record of desirable 
and wholesome legislation as- the older 
.and more conservative states. Perhaps 
not; but this proves nothing. The real 
question—whether the states in which 
women vote would have enacted 
the 


same desirable legislation without the 
political influence of the women—he does 
not even raise. Further, he points out 
that Utah has elected some men whoso 
lives have had to be investigated, as the 
country at large has questioned their 
moral fitness. But Utah voters must be 
judged by the standards of Utah. 


Thinkers like Spencer and Lecky op- 


posed woman suffrage on the ground 
that in politics women would expect im- 
possible social and moral reforms and 
would sacrifice stern justice to sentiment 
and sympathy. Mr.. Cleveland seems to 
think that women are not even entitled 
to credit for "wholesome legislation" and 
that they are not moral enough for prac- 
tical politics. 
Neither position is im- 


pressively sound, but the latter does not 
even rest on the apparent foundation of 
such superficial fnets us have been mar- 
shaled by adherents of the former in 
their dread of "paternalism" and "benev- 
olence" in legislation. 


For this country the practical question 


of the present is: 
"Do the women them- 


selves -vauit the suffrage 1" With that 
determined it would make very little dif- 
ference what philosophers and ex-Presi- 
dents Imvfi thought on the subject of 
their qualifications;

OOMPENSAHON FOR THE 


CARE OF INSANE PATIENTS 


IN WISCONSIN LAST YEAR 


MADISON", Sept. 21).—The state boar 


of control has completed the auditing o 
accounts for the fiscal year for the care 
of chronic insane patients in county asy- 
lums, for the care of acute insane pa- 
tients in the two'state hospitals, for the 
care of inmates of the state home for the 
feeble-minded and for the care of boys 
in the btate industrial school for boys at 
Wu-ukesha. The basis of calculation for 
the maintenance of insane patients is $3 
a week for each patient, of which the 
state pays half and the other half is 
charged against the county in which is 
the legal residence of the patient. Thus 
counties operating insane asylums re- 
ceive from the state $1.50 a week net for 
their own patients, this coming from the 
state, and for the patients from other 
counties they receive $3 per week for 
each patient, all coming from the state, 
but half being charged back by the state 
against the counties from which the pa- 
tients come. For patients confined in 
the state hospitals the state receives 
$1.50 net for each patient from the coun- 
tv. sending the patient. The rate for pa- 
tients in the home for the feeble-minded 
is the same. Transportation and cloth- 
ing bills ure paid by the counties whence 
the insane or feeble-minded patients 
come. The slate receives $1 per week 
from these counties for eacli inimitu of 
the industrial school for boys. 


The total amount audited this year in 


favor of the county asylums is $421),- 
uj-l.lB. Of this amount the state pnys 
$325,511.43, and the counties not operat- 
ing asylums pay $10(3,042.75. The amount 
received by the counties this year is 
about $14,000 more than tho, amount re- 
ceived by them last, year for the care of 
chronic insane. 


There are thirty county insane asy- 


lums and in them are confined about 4,-, 
000 natic.nts. 


Rev. D. Ellis Evans, pastor of the Park 


avenue Congregational church, dedicated 
the auditorium of the Racine county in- 
sane asylum on Sunday afternoon last. 
It is a largo and roomy place, provided 
with platform and chairs. The sermon 
was appropriate for the 
occasion nnd 


most of the unfortunate inmates of the 
institution Were present. There was also 
singing by leading vocalists of the city 
and county. It is Ithe intention of Su- 
perintendent Silas Bull and wife to pro- 
vide for services every two weeks, min- 
sters to be called from the different 
churches of the city and county. 


Another innovation to be inaugurated 


at the asylum is the holding of services 
over the inmates when they die. In 
years gone by there has been no last sad 
rites performed, the unfortunates simply 
being prepared for burial and interred 
without a minister of the gospel being 
present or services of any character. All 
residents of llaoine county will laud this 
step on the part of the management. 


At present there arc one hundred and 


twelve patients in the asylum. There 
were cue hundred and fifteen, but three 
have died since the opening.

FIGHT MAIL ORDER HOUSES^ 


Gauntry Merchants .Carrjr Bnral Box Con- 


tfentlonito Fostoffloe department, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—A bitter 


eontest is now being waged before the 
p&stoffica department by country mer- 
chants and the jobbers who supply them 
tn the one hand and mail order houses in 
the larger cities on the other over the 
proposed order that patrons of rural 
routes shall be given the privilege of hav- 
ing, their mail addressed to box numbers 
as well as to the individuals. The mat- 
ter is of special interest in the north- 
western states, that section having thou- 
sands- of square miles of territory cover- 
ed by rural route*. Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General De Graw is some- 
what in doubt as to what should be done 
in the matter. At the present time, it 
is understopd, he is disposed to rule that 
the rural patron shall have the same 
privilege as a person who rents a lock 
box in a postoffice. 


"The department permits a renter/' 


saad Mr. De Graw, "to have his mail ad- 
dressed to the box. Why the same thing 
should not be permitted a. rural renter I 
am. at a loss to see. However, I have 
the matter under consideration and will 
soon reach a decision. 


In the final analysis this matter will 


undoubtedly be carried to Postmaster 
General Cortelyou, and possibly to Pres- 
ident Eoosevelt. It conies up as a con- 
eequence of the department order for the 
numbering of boxes on rural routes. The 
protests received here, many of which 
come from the larger towns in Wiscon- 
sin. Michigan, Minnesota, and Iowa-, are 
couched in vigorous language. They 
6ts,te that the department should under 
no circumstances permit mail to be ad- 
dressed to boxes on rural routes. The 
point is made that it will squelch the 
small jobber who supplies the country 
merchant and that to «. considerable ex- 
tent the latter fould be driven out of 
business. The mail order houses or de- 
partment stores in the larger cities, reply 
that even without authority from the 
postmaster genera! or any of his assist- 
ants, the rural patron may have mail ad- 
dressed to the box instead of to the in- 
dividual. While the officials will not ex- 
press themselves on this point there is 
good reason to believe that the privilege 
will not be exercised unless it is espec- 
ially granted, by the department. "Both 
sides are much in earnest," said Fourth 
Assistant De Graw, nncl interest in the 
matter seems to be widespread, especially 
in the middlo and worthiest. As far as 
can be learned no effort has yet been 
made to ascertain the sentiment of rural 
patrons on the subject." 


WORK ON EL5CTRIC RAILWAY 


Surveyor* Continue Their Talk West of 


Limit r.lno In .irt. Pleasant. 


Surveyors continue to work just west 


of the city limit line for an electric or 
other railway. Residents in that vicin- 
ity are not certain who is back of the 
movement, but that they mean business 
is evident. The survey embraces a strip 
of land 100 feet in width and is about 
300 feet west of the limit Iiii3 in Mt. 
Pleasant. 
Options nre being secured on 


the land and the deeds being examined, 
but no purchases have been made out- 
right. 


While tliore are some who believe that 


within a year an electric line will be in 
operation through that section of the 
country, to connect with the road run- 
ning from Chicago to Kcnosha, there are 
others who labor under the impression 
that the survey and options arc for the 
purpose of getting at what the cost of 
such a line would cost and that if the 
promoters believe the scheme practical 
they will go ahead. 


An electric line so far west of the city 


would not draw much passenger traffic, 
but if intended for freight, or to g-ather 
vegetables and milk supply the Chicago 
and Milwaukee markets, it 
would no 


doubt prove a big thing and cspecinly ad- 
vantageous to the farmers. Direct trains 
to Chicago and Milwaukee two or three 
times a day would encourage a larger per 
cent of farmers to engage in the vege- 
table and dairy business.
